APPOINTMENT OF SMOKE INSPECTOR. 


A First-Class Man Needed Who Kaows His 
Daty and Will Do It. 

One of the greatest evils which confronted 
the Cregier administration, as it will be one of 
} the greatest to confront the Washburne ad- 
ministration, was the smoke nuisance. No 
other evil directly affects so large a number of 
people. It defiles the person, clothes, house, 
goods and possessions, ail buildag materials, 
and the atmosphere, and is dangerous to the 
public health. It repels visitors and settlers. 
It inflicts immense pecuniary damage upon 
householders, storek rs, manufacturers, 
and public institutions. Dr. Wickersham, as the 

of the Health Department under Cregier,

considerable extent. Thére was an increase in 
the number of prosecutions and fines, a mani- 
fest desire to suppress the nuisance, and many 
other signs of improvement. The smoke be- 
came more and mere dim. It was possible 
tosee thesun. During the municipal cam- 
paign, however, this viligance was relaxed, 
probably not on the motion of the Health De- 
partment, but because the managers of the 
Cregier campaign insisted upon it, not wish- 
ing to bear down too heavily upon any one 
who had a vote. The moment prosecu- 
tions ceased re was a relapse to the old 
ways, and engineers and stokers became in- 
different. This was specially manifest on the 
railroads, which are again belching forth huge 
clouds of -filthy black smoke along the 
Lake-Front. . 

Own1ng to this relapse it is now necessary for 
Mr. Washburne to deal with the problem al- 
most de novo. He has acted promptly in the 
matter of enpveannd public gambling, but 
gambling only affects afew after all, is 
not as great an evilto.the whole city as the 
smoke nuisance, which affects every man, 
woman, and childin it. Therefore Mr. Wash- 
burne must or dey, same ene in deal- 
ing with it that he has displayed in matter 
of gambli There is no other way in which 
he can make so good a record for his admin- 
istration or improve the reputation of the 
city and enhance its beauty as by cleaning out 
this horrible nuisance. It is useless to ex- 

remedies trom individuals, because they 

ave none, or from the use of natural gas, be- 

cause there will not be enough of it, or from 

ae a a it costs too = to be 

or manufacturing purposes. e 

work only can be accomplished by ceaseless 

vigilance, by insisting upon the use of smoke- 

consumers, and by compelling engineers and 
stokers to be careful. 

Of course the Mayor cannot attend to this 
personally. Hecan only act through agents, 
and these agents must be of expert 

ualifications for their work. The new Health 

Oommissioner must at least prove himself as 
competent as Dr. Wickershom and he must 
see that his Smoke Inspector and other as- 
sistants are thbroughly competent. There 
must be the highest degree of carefulness and 
ry ny = men sm on these aw wa PA em 
notdo todappoint anyone re of his 
capacity for this —— work. The Health 
Commissioner may have the. best intentions, 
but if he has an incom t Smoke Inspector 
the nuisance will remain as it is and probably 
will increase, Not every man is competent 
to fill the position, hence the appointment 
should not be given out as a 
reward for political services or because of the 
competition of localities or national ities, but 
because of the ability of the appointee to deal 
with this rticular evil. For this reason it 
should make no difference whether a man 
took part in the campaign or not, whether he 
belongs to this or that nationality, or whether 
he comes from the South, North, or West Side. 
These conditions are of no account. The only 
question that should be asked is, What are the 
abilities of the candidate for suppressing the 
smoke nuisance and has he the expert know!l- 
edge necessary to suppress the evil? If he 
can demonstrate his abilities to fight’smoke 
and prosecute smoke-makers he should have 
the place. It is altogether probable that Mayor 
Washburne will take ed of case and 
that his appointment wi ve 
the amanda of citizens who are suffering 
from this vile, filthy, and in evil.

THE LITERAL RESURRECTION. 

In his discourse of last Sunday Dr. Heber 
Newton, a leading Episcopal divine of New 
York, administered a hard blow to those 
church leaders of thought who insist that ‘‘ the 
very body in which we'live here and which we 
lay away in the grave is to be raised and be- 
come the resurrection body.”’ He character- 
ized it as a needless addition to the faith, and 
also an insuperable difficulty in the way of it 
to most men. He said men are driven to 
doubting by the claims insisted dh as‘ vital to 
this belief, and to that in the bodily resurrec- 
tion of Christ, which are yet entirely unim- 
portant, and to most unprejudiced minds sim- 
ply incredible. Among other things he said: 

Thoughtfal men confront an organization which 
asks them to believe that the infant in baptism 
etperiences a magical change, wrought at the 
hands of a priesthood endowed with the power to 
work this miracie; that in the mass the bread and 
wine which the eye sees and the lips taste are but 
the outward form of the veritable flesh and blood 
of the Christ .who died eighteen centuries ago, 
after the flesh, the transaction being wrought at 
the hands of the priesthood endowed with the 
magical power to accomplish this miracle. We 
know nothing of life that is disembodied. Not 
content with nian tl life beyond the grave in 
bodily form the leaders of thought in the church 
insist upon men believing that the very body in 
which we live here and which we lay 
away in the grave is to be 
and become the resurrection body. A 
needless addiuon to the faith this, which is also 
an insuperable difficulty in the way of it to most 
men. As with our own resurrection so with the 
resurrection of our Lord Uhrist. Men are driven 
to doubting by the claims insisted upon as vital 
to this belief which yet are entirely pnimportant 
—< to most unprejudiced minds simply incred- 

Modern science tells us that a resurrection 
of the (same) body from the dead is impossi- 
ble. It used to be thought the only way of 
preventing its reanimation as a unit was by 
some such process as burning the corpse and 
scattering the ashes to the four winds of 
heaven. But we now know that nature takes care 
of the work, and performs it just as effectual. 
ly whether survivors try to assist in it or. not. 
The moment that life leaves the frame asa 
unit that of millions of microbic forms begins 
to assert itself. These little entities attack 
the several tissues, feed on them, and reduce 
them to more simple organic compounds. 
These arein turn resoived into their component 
elements, which are then distributed through 
the air and soil, and go to form the proximate 
elements that are built up into thousands of 
other organisms, vegetable as well as animal. 
It matters not how reverently and carefully 
the body may be laid away in the grave. The 
process of disintegration has already begun, 
and while it may be retarded it cannot be ar- 
rested. The softer tissues soon lose their 
dentities, and, though the bones may remain 
in shape, it is but as a phosphate of lime 
which has lost every atom of the animal 
tissue that permeated it during life. Traces 
of iron and some other metallic substances 
may femain, but it is all in inorganic form, 
and of no more use for resuscitation than 
would be so much other dead matter gathered 
from atiy other part of creation, This is the 
caseeven with the mummy forms that have 
been recovered from the pyramids some thou- 
sands of years after having been placed in 
their biturhinous.swathing bands. The disin- 
tegrated material is simply held in useless 
shape by the enveloping preservative. It is 
dead matter to all intents and purposes, and 
the rest, by far the greater portion of the 
original frame, has long since flown off in the 
shape of the organic gases, being scattered 
over perhaps’ thousands of square miles be- 
fore entering into other forms. If not so 
scattered the difficulty would not be lessened. 
We are in that case confronted with the fact’ 
that the same material forms in succession a 
part ot each of hundreds of different ani- 
mated structures, and that it must be impos- 
sible for more than one of m to success - 
fully claim it on the resu morn, unless 
matter as well as the Deity be #munipresent. 

These facts were not k in the days 
when the dovtrine of a literal resurrection of 
the body was formulated. They are now well 
ascertained facts, and are understood more or 
less precisely by millions of peopie who ate 
also affiliated in some way with the Christian. 
churches. Every properly educated * priest 
and preacher is awate that these chemical 
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SHOCKING COX CONDITION a BUSINESS HON. 


The case of . the , John T. Hill, 
President of the Ninth Nati Bank, New 
York City, suggests plenty of material fora 
sermon. Mr. Hill died the Ist of last March 
with the reputation of having been an honest 
and upright business-man, but since his death 
it has been ascertained that he made way with 


‘| $400,000 of the bank’s money, and consequent- 


ly died a rascal instead of an honest man, 

The first reflection growing out of his case 
is that there was no security for the money in 
the bank because there was no surveillance 
over it and the bank examination was a farce. 
Neither the tellers, the cashier, nor one of the 
directors knew anything about the bank, or if 
they did they followed the President’s direc. 
tions implicitly. ‘ Hill was the bank,” one 
of them said, and Hill being dishonest of 
course the bank suffered. Had the directors 
performed their duty and directed of course 
it would have been impossible for him to 
steal all this money, and had the bank exam- 
iners been more searching and less easily sat- 
isfied they would have discovered that he was 
stealing long ago. Hence both directors and 
bank examiners are more or less responsible 
for the bank’s losses. 

The second reflection in this case is a moral 
one. Mr. Hill. began his career as a bank 
clerk and when the Ninth National was organ- 
ized, twenty-six years ago, he was made its 
paying teller. In a few years he became 
cashier and in 1877 President. He was rich in 
1877 and in the fourteen years which have since 
ensued he could easily and honestly have 
accumulated a handsome fortune and died 
respected by allewho knew him. But Mr, Hill 
was not contented with such a result. He 
wanted to try the speculative avenues and 
short cuts to great wealth, and he used other 
people’s money to doit with. His ventures, 
however, were losing ones. Once in he could 
not get out, He must keep going forward; 
so by forged notes, worthless records, and 
clever manipulations of securities, aided by 
accommodating fellow-officials in the bank, he 
covered up his tracks, used more money to 
make good his old losses,. and at last died. 
When death closed up his accounts they were 
found in utter confusion. He had gambled in 
Wall-street flyers, luck deserted him, and he 
died a thief when he might have lived an hon- 
est man with a large Competence. 

If this were the only case it would be easy 
to preach the proper sermon with the hope 
that it might serve as a warning.

Marshall C. Percival, a cashier 
at Auburn, Me., died last month and it was 
found he had stolen $100,000. Thomas Gads- 
den, @ cashier, died last month at Savannah, 
Ga., and it was found he had stolen $100,000 
Since the Ist of last January 153 business- 
men in this country have stolen $8,831,919 by 
this popular system of embezzlement. This 
makes no account of fargeries and fraudulent 
insolvencies and little peculations, which would

PROFESSIONAL NOT TO BE 


ENCOURAGED. 

Miller’s bill before the Legislature proposes 
to dip into the pockets of the Chicago taxpay- 
ers and hand over to the Aldermen nearly 
$100,000 a year moré than they now get, 

The city incorpotation act provides that 
City Aldermen and Village Trustees may re- 
ceive not to exceed $8 for each meeting of the 
Council or Board of Trustees attended by 
them. Two bills have been introduced in the 


Legislature, one to give the Chicago Alder-’ 


men $1,000 a year, and the other to give them 
$1,500 a year. By this last one, as originally 
presented, the sum was $3,000, but this was 
too much for the nerves of the Committee on 
Municipal Corporations. 

Both these bilis should be knocked out. 
They are for the benefit of men who seek to 
be Aldermen for “ what there is in it.’’ The 
only change which should be made in the 
present law is to allow Aldermen in Chicago 
to receive not to exvbeed $5 per meeting, That 
will pay them for their time and trouble, Last 
yeat the City Council held sixty regular and 
adjourned meetings. If any Alderman were 
to be present at that numiber of meetings he 
would get $300 for his evenings. As the street 
railroad conipanies furnish transportation and 
the Council assembles generally in the even- 
ing this sum would ‘be ample compensation. 
In smaller cities and villages the $3 rate of 
pay is sufficient, and there has been no appli- 

cation for a larger sum. 

If Chicago Aldermen were to be pai sal- 
aries of $1,500 it would be at the rate of $25 
per evening meeting. They would get more 
than nine-tenths of them have ever earned in 
any legitimate business. If they got that pay 
it would simply free them from the necessity 
of doing somethirg else to earn a living, and 
would enable them to devote their entire time 
and all their energies to being professional 
Alderman, and that simply means “ boodling.”’ 
That is the way it has worked in New York. 
The Aldermen of that city get $4,000 a-year. 
They do not need to work with their hands, 
tho’ most of them min saloons for the influ- 
ence they give. The salary provides for their 
families, and the Aldermen are left free to de- 
vote their lives to making deals and seiling 
franchises, which they do so successfully that 
all but the extravagant, dissipated ones retire 
from office with fortunes, 

It was Tammany which provided such big 
pay for the City Aldermen, ana the half-grown 
Tammanies of other places would like to fol- 
low suit. There is a Chicago Tammany, which 
is not as strong yet as the New York Tammany 
tiger, and which thinks it would havea surer 
grip on the City Hall if it could introduce the 
salaried Aldermen system. So it would, but

would increase the number of professional 
Aldermen, men who want the office for what 
“ there is in it,”’ and make them more power- 
ful for mischief and corruption than they are 
now.

‘fessionals. Those who are willing to serve 
without pay for the honor of it, as the direc-

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THE NEW BOSTON BUILDING. 
There is a mass of significant material in 
the report on the cost of the new library 
building at Boston which it would be well for 
our own Library Board to study before it 


| enters upon the work of constructing the new 
Public Library Building on Dearborn Park. 


The Council of the former city havimg in- 
structed its committee on the Library Depart- 
ment to report why the appropriations hith- 
erto made have proved insufficient, it has 
done so. Its report shows that the orig- 
inal. estimate was $1,166,000; that there 
has been an increased cost of $735,000; 
underestimations in the original estimate 
amounting to $725,000; and that the present 
estimate of the cost of the building is $2,343,- 
000. The testimony before the cominittee ex. 
plains why the taxpayers of the Hub have 
had over a million dollars more saddled upon 
them. Change of plans, a new foundation, 

change of architects, gross blunders .in esti- 
mating, changes in the general design, and 
the overweening desire of architects to build 
an ornamental monument to themselves 
rather than a library for publi¢ uses, account 
for it. It was to be decoration first, then use. 
Thus the original estimate: has been doubled 
up, and Boston even now will not get a first- 
class library building. 

In ali this there is a warning for our own 
Library Board, which has supreme control of 
the new building for Dearborn Park. It is so 
plain that it hardly needs to call attention to 
it. It is to be hoped that no-such mistake will 
be made here and that architects will not be 
allowed to devote the major part of the money 
to mere decoration. Let the demands of the 
library proper be first considered, and when 
that is made as perfect as possible, then let the 
decoration be considered, if there is any money 
left. In this connection it may be observed 
that perhaps the people of Boston now are in a 
position to appreciate the truth of the stric- 
tures made upon their new library building by 
Dr. Poole at the last meeting of the National 
Librarians’ Association. 


WAS 8ST. PAUL A SPIRITUALIST ? 

A remarkable statement was made in the 
course of a religious discussion held in New 
Philadelphia, O., the second week in April 
One of the disputants read the following, 
from verses 1, 7, 8, 9, 10, and 31 in the 12th 
chapter of the First Epistle to the Corinthians: 

Prof. Allen Noe of Columbus, O., undertook to 
prove from the scriptures that we are told to 
“try the spirits,” and cited many texts to show 
that mediums were consulted on many important 
occasions, bothin the Old and New Testament. 
The resolution that, “The Bible, King James’ 
version, sustains Modern Spiritualism in ail its 
phases and teachings,” being affirmed by Mr. Noe, 
was very clearly set forth. 

Among other things he said: “Of my church 
friends I would ask: Have you read XII. of I. 
Corinthians, ia which each one of the ‘spiritual 
gifts’ which the Metre ty are today using are 
therein commend 

* * Now, concerning spiritual gifts, my brethren, 
I would not have you ignorant. The manifesta- 
tion of the spirit.is given to every man to profit 
withal. For to one is given the word of wisdom; 
to another the word of knowledge; to another the 
gift of healing: to another the working of 

-miracies; to another prophecy; to another dis 
cerning of spirits; to another divers kinds of 
tongues; to another interpretations of tongues,’ 
etc. ‘ But covet earnestly the best gifts, and yet 
show I unto you a more excellent way.’ ” 

It was argued from this that St. Paul was a 
believer in spiritualism, pretty much as it is 
understood today, and that he commended to 
the use of the Corinthians the cultivation of 
“spiritual gifts.”’ It was also said that if the 
clergy would only preach the resurrection of 
the spiritual body at the change called death 
they would preach in harmony with the real 
intent of the writers of the scriptures and help 
to make people happier. But it thay be asked 
if Paul does not distinctly teach the doctrine 
of a physical resurrection in the fifteenth chap- 
ter of the same epistle? The fact that he did 
so may perhaps be accepted as proof that his 
concéption of “ spiritual gifts ” was not exact- 
ly that supposed by the Ohio disputant. 


Tus Peoria Transcript tells the valley 
‘‘kickers’’ not to permit any amendment to 
be made to the Drainage law, that Chicago 
must cut a channel through the rock big 
enough for 750,000 cubic feet of water, and 
that it must send 600,000 cubic feet down it.

A little in- 
formation on that point would-be pleasing to 
Chicagoans who are reasonably familiar with 
the size and capacity of the South Branch, but 
who caunot see how that great flow is to be 

provided. 

Nor does the ipt cotidescend to ex- 
plain why this city must make a rock-cut with 
a capacity of 750,000 cubic feet a minute when 
it cannot draw from the lake more than 250,000 
cubic feet through the river to pour into it. 
Why s0 enormous a ‘channel to accommo- 
date a discharge of one-third of 750,000 cubic 
feet? 

Nor does the Transcript explain what it 
would do with 600,000 cubic -feet a minute if 
it was produced, nor tell of what use it would 
be between Joliet and LaSalle. It seems to 
leave out of sight the fact that no amount of 
water ficwing down the Desplaines and IIlli- 
nois between Lake Joliet and La Salle, within 
the river” banks, could create navigation be- 
cause of the great fall of eighty feet in about 
sixty miles, Sinée 600,000 cibic feet or more 
would not make navigation in that declivity 
of the Illinois that great quantity of water 
cannot ‘be utilized or needed for purposes of 
navigation between these points, And it cer- 
tainly is not needed for dilution.

Tames Rhode Went the smallest of all the 
States of the Union, has a total. of $60,000,000 
in its 38 mutual savings banks, though its popu- 
lation was but 345,343 last June and its area 
only about equal to that of Cook County. 
The banks of Illinois hold less than $15,000,000 
in savings deposits, the per capita being but 
$3.69, against a per capita of $472.88 in “ Lit- 
tle Rhody.” Why this great differenes? 
Chiefly because théré the people who are -in 
receipt of small incomes are encouraged to 
save, having the inducement of a share in the 
profits of the banks in addition to the regular 
rate of interest on deposits, while in this State 
there is no such attraction. The rate of inter- 
est paid on funds deposited for a specified 
time is but 3 to 4 per cent, the latter in Chi- 
cago, and it is not attractive. Some workers 
put by a few dollars in building associations, 
others in mutual benefit funds, and many do 
not save atall. If we had a mutual savings 
bank act like Rhode and no less than 
fifteen of. the other States the total of deposits 
might easily rise to $200,000,000, with a corre- 
sponding advantage not only to the individu- 
als depositing but to the community as a 
whole by the elevation of moral tone. This is 


a point worth thinking of by the legislators at | 


Springfield, who have now before them a bill 
which, if passed, will lead to the establish- 
ment of savings banks in Illinois on the same 
plan as in other States wheré they have 
proved such a great benefit to the wage 
earners.

The memoirs of Mr. Murray, very recently 
published, have already had so favorable a 
reception fram the public that their place 
among the successful publications of the year 
must before this time Have been fully assured. 
But they deserve much more than a momen- 
tary good fortune. For they form not only 
the biographical record of @ very able man 
and of a most interesting personality, but a 
chapter of great importance in the history of 
literature, especially but not exclusively on 
its industrial side. 

Books are, after all, a product of manufact- 
uring industry; but, among manufactures, 
theirs is surely the most interestimg and the 
most peculiar, because it is based upon the re- 
duction of a mental product to a material 
form, and what was originally intangible and 
ethereal, in this way, without losing its earlier 
character, comes to be embraced within the 
same category as a yard of calico or a bushel 
of wheat. 

But while these have no value except what 
is exhibited by their outward form, so that 
the independent producers of other bushels of 
wheat or yards of calico meet them in “the 
market’? upon equal terms, the producer of 
the book exhibits to the world a double entity, 
one material, the other mental; and the author 
pleads that, as the material thing which we 
call a book is protected by law_against ab- 
straction, so the thoughts contained in it and 
wrought by him into a structure more or less 
elaborate should in like .manner be pro- 
tected from reproduction, For reproduction 
from his point of view is theft. It is offering 
to the world, for such price as the world be 
willing to give, not only the paper and print 
which the producer has to buy and pay for, 
but the composition contained in them, which 
represents the time and labor, and therefore 
the food, and raiment, and lodging, and all 
the lawful expenditure of the autbor. 

. The Law of Copyright. 

On this basis has been erected that curious 
formation which we call the law of copyright. 
The conditions of its birth and history have 
been checkered and abnormial; but the rea. 
sonableness of the proposition that mental 
toil, on taking literary form, should not be 
deprived of the remuneration enjoyed by bod- 
ily labor has brought it out into the light of 
day and so secured its acceptance. And it 
appears in this century of ours to take an in- 
creasing hold on the intelligence of societies 
and the assent of States. It has a train of sat- 
ellites, such as the protection of pictures from 
copying in the sphere of sight and of music in 
the sphere of sound, and im in the pro- 
hibition to convert the contents ivate let- 
ters into public property without the consent 
of the writer.

The author cannot himself as a 
rule be a publisher, and publishers are ex- 
tremely few; so few that, until a very recent 
date, they might be counted on the fingers, 
Practically, and as a general rule, the author 
in relation to his customer is nobody until 
his initial performance been capped b 
the accession of the publisher. Better wou] 
be the position of a man who should offer for 
sale the stock and lock of a rifle without the 
barrel to complete it. 

Double Function of the Publisher. 

The publisher, then, stands in an immovable 
position between the author and the public; 
and it largely depends upon his choice whether 
he shall starve or feed both the one and the 
other. His office faces both wa As to that 
side of it which regards ‘the her md I know of 
no reason to doubt that it has now reached, in 
the main, ites mature and final development. 
In these volumes of Mr. Smiles we find set 
before us for the first time a full and sys- 
tematic account of the. manner in which 
this office, as towards the author, was 
understood and discharged by a great London 
publisher. Great, not in limited .begin- 
nings of the business inherited from his father 
but in the qualities by which he enlarged and 
converted it intoa wide and complicated scale 
of transactions which were marked throughout 
by a treatment of authors so full of enterprise, 
of liberality, and of considerateness as to 
entitle him not only to the acknowledgments 
of individuals but to the grateful recollections 
of the class. The: fortune he acquired was 
not, I believe, in full proportion to the mag- 
nitude and apparent success of his undertak- 
ings. Undoubtedly the perusal of these vol- 
umes tends to create an impression that it 
would have been larger he been some- 
what more stinted in the terms which he 
offered or allowed to authors. His large, 
genial, sympathetic spirit sometimes per- 
mitted feeling for the individual with whom 
he dealt, if not to color his expectation of a 
market, yet certainly to enter into the price 
he was to Allow for the commodity. It is even 
probable that by his individual action he either 
permanently raised or at least accelerated

Foundation of the “ Quarterly Review.”

It went up with a 
rush, going as high as 51. The common belief is 
that one of the officers of the company under- 
took to manipulate the price of the security in the 
market. The attempt was first made to put the 
stock to 70. A pool was formed and $2,000,000 of 
the stock locked up. At the expiration of the 
pool agreement the stock was four points lower 
than when the pool was formed. Then there 
was an efforts to recoup losses on the 
bear side. A rumor was put ont that 
the dividend would be passed. Other damaging 
statements were put in circulation. Consider- 
able blocks of the stock were sold short; there 
was no one to support the market, and it declined. 
There was another element of weakness, Large 
amounts of the stocks had been given to railway 
officials to smooth the way towards making con- 
tracts for the use of the cars. As this stock had 
cost them nothing, they were disposed to realize 
on it at the first opportanity. There has been a 
steady stream of such realizing. This, with the 
inside manipulation, has been sufficient to depress 
the stock as low as 28, and to holdit not far from 
this lowest point while the rest of the market is 
buoyant. It is justice to say that goneral opinion 
does not officers of the company in this 
stock manipulation.

The floor of the Chicago Stock Exchange is by 
no means so free from stock schemes that 
the ban of public disfavor is put upon a security 
because there has been some manipulation of its 
value.

It is one 
thing for brokers to manipulatea security for 
their own profit, and quite another for an outsider 
to manipulate quotations to the decided discom- 
fiture of the brokerage fraternity. That is what 
is the matter with Street’s Stable Carstock.

It is very evident that corpulency is due to 
some peculiarity within the system which 
favors the increase and storage of fat; but the 
actual cause is yet to be determined. Physi- 
cians who have been corpulent, and, there 
fore, have had the most favorable opportuni- 
ties for study and experiment, ea ‘all 
reached the same conclusions—namely : that 
corpulenvy indicates a degree of ill health— 


‘ not of excellent health, as many people sup- 


pose. They also hold that one, and very po 
tential, cause of the abnormal sturage of fat 
is a lack of functional activity in certain im- 
portant organs of the body, and particularly 
those concerned in freeing the system of 
waste products. In other words, when the 
system is choked up with waste, less fat is 
consumed therein, and its accumulation is 
favored. 

Corpulent people very generally suffer from 
thirst and need large quantities of water to 
satisfy it. The thirst is also the most intense 
after eating a hearty meal. Just what causes 
this symptom is not clear, but it is quite safe

The stomach 
of a healthy person disposes of a hearty meal 
in course of four or five hours, while that 
of a corpulent person does its work indolently 
and occupies several hours bongs? Corpulent 
people are also singularly inclined to bilious- 
ness, which is not surprising considering the 
condition.of the stomach. As a rule, too, there 
is sluggish intestinal action. 

The popular method of treating corpulency, 
says the ton Herald, is by restricting 
diet to foods which are poor in fat, and others 
which are not convertible into fat within the 
system. This leads to a reduction in weight; 
it also lessens the work of the digestive or- 
gans, and gives them a chance to rest and re- 
gain their strength ; moreover, it indirectly, if 
not Parag f favors all vital organs. As soon 
as this effect is felt the discharge of waste 
products from the system is decidedly freer. 

By judicious dieting alone a corpulent per- 
son may reduce himself in weight, but the 
loss is almost always very slow iadeed after 
the first twoor three weeks, and ere longa 
point is reached when further reduct:on is im- 
possible by this means unless he “ half- 
starves himself.’’

By the 
means of it the elimination of, waste was 
greatly increased ; not only were the kidneys 
and bowels made to do more work, but the 
aoe and digestive organs shared in the stimu- 
ation. 

In support of the theory that retention of 
waste is a potential cause of corpulency it is 
instanced that one physician cured himself 
by the use of hot water. While under treat- 
ment he was careful not to overeat, and ex- 
clude? from his diet some of those foods 
which are richest in fat-producing elements 
but the dietetic restrictions were not at all 
severe: 80 the credit must be. given to hot 
water, a gallon or more of which was drunk 
daily. By this means the accumulated waste 
was well washed out of the system and a rapid 
_reduction wn weight took place. And what is 
even moro important a permanent cure was 
effected, for when he stopped the treatment 
and ate anything and everything he craved 
thefe was no return of the trouble. 

It is somewhat surprisi that cold water 
and hut water should differ so radically in 
effect upon corpulent people. It is a well- 
known fact that beer is fattening, but it owes 
such action almost entirely, if not absolutely, * 
to the water. Heré itis interesting to note 
the beer drinking experiment of a German 
on apa 438 For four years he drank two gal- 
ous of beer daily, and increhsed his - weight 
seventy-eight pounds. On stopping the beer 
he lost fourteen poundsin seven days. In 
corpulent people the fattening effect of cold 
water is always greater ifit is indulged m 
freely with the meals or shortly after them. A 
probable explanation is that, by distending the 
stomach and diluting the digestive fluids, it re- 
tards digestion, which process, as already said, 
is seldom, if ever, as active as it ought to be 
in corpulent subjects. Hot water, on the other 
hand, stimulates digestion, and at the same 
timne promotes a freer action of the liver, kid- 
neys, aud bowels, Beyond this it favors the 
—- of waste through the pores of the 
skin. ° 

In the most of the treatises upon corpulency 
it is advised that the quantity of fluids of all 
kinds be. teduced to the lowest degree con- 
sistent with comfort, Corptlent people in- 
fluenced by this are quite apt to carry the re- 
striction too far. A certain quantity of water 
is essential to life and health, and if too great 
a denial is practiced injury is sure to result. 
A safe rule when trying to take off fat is to 
drink at least half a pint of water as hot as 
possible in the morning on getting out of bed, 
and another just before retiring at night. This 
quantity, with what is taken with the meals, 
will be quite enough to meet nature’s require- 
ments. As for fluids between meals, very lit- 
tle of them will be needed if the diet is prop- 
erly restricted and the overworked digestive 
organs are favored. Just as soon as their 
burdens are lightened they will grow stronger, 
and with the renewal in strength the intense 
thiret will disappear. Weak tea, on account 
of the hot water, is recommended with the 
meals. As for wines, corpulent people are 
better off without them; of all kinds, proba- 
bly good claret is the least objectionable. 

Another injunction, whi appears quite 
normaly in works which treat of corpulency, 
is toemploy cold baths, Undoubtedly these 
favor a reduction in weight.
